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FIFTH VICTORY 


LOAN 


The Fifth Victory Loan campa‘gn Is 
to start October 18th. with a _ mini- 
mum cash objective of $1,200,000,000, 
of which Alberta’s quota is to be $37, 
000,000. 

The objective of the fourth loan 
last spring was $1,100,000,000, and like 
all previous war loans was oversub- 
scribed. 

Besides the cash objective of $1,200,- 
000,000 holders of Dominion of Canada 
5 per cent bonds and Dominion of Can- 
ada 4 per cent bonds due Oct 15, 1945, 
and called for payment next Oct. 15th. 
will be given an opportunity to con- 
vert their holdings of these issues into 
Fifth Victory Loan bonds. 

But these conversions will not be ap- 
plied against national and locaY cash 
objectives, since the 1,200,000,000 fig- 
ure is for ‘new money” only. 

The minumum cash objective will be 
divided as follows— 525,000,000 from 
individuals and $675,000,000 from ‘spec- 
ial names” which comprise business 
firms and corporations for the mosv 
part. 

In announcing the new campaign for 
funds to carry on the war, Finance 
Minister Ilsley said— 

“While the objective 
ever set for any Victory Loan, I 
confident that is is well within the ca- 
pacity of the Canadian people to ach- 
ieve this goal. 

“The increase in the objective for 
the Fifth Victory Loan indicates the 
need to obtain a maximum possible i:- 
vestment from all Canadians. 

“Although recent war news has been 
extremely favorable, I am sure that 
Canadians know that a_ severe and 
costly struggle is ahead. Our fighting 
forces at full grips with the en- 
emy and I am confident that Canad- 
jans at home will jend their full sup- 
port by the purchase of Canada’s 
Victory Loan bonds,” 

Alberta Quota 37 Million 

Alberta’s quota in the Fifth Victory 
Loan fill be $37,000,000, but provincial 
officials have set a goal of $40,000,000, 
it was announced today by F. E. Os- 
borne, of Calgary, chairman of the 
National War Finance Committee for

In the glasshouses where roses and 
carnations bloomed in time, 
British flower farmers hope to produce 
this year 50,000 tons of tomatoes.

One nursery alone, whose output in 
1939 was entirely of cut flowers, pro- 
duced last year 950 tons of tomatoes, 
125,000 lettuces, 320 tons of sugar 
beets, 100 tons of onions and 75 tons 
of carrots, all from glasshouses or 
from land previously planted with 
flower crops. This year 82 per cent of 
the nursery’s total glass area is plant- 
ed with tomatoes and 80 per cent of 
its outdoor ground is growing food 
crops.

The hotbed should be located 
| Where the land is high and well drain-

A hotbed may be made either above 
|or below ground. The one above 
ground tends to lose its effectiveness 
| too quickly and is more difficult to 
operate. One below ground is usually 
preferable. To make the latter an ex- 
;cavation to accommodate the manure 
'is made. The soil should be taken out 
!to a depth of from eighteen inches to 
two feet and about three feet wider 
and three feet longer than the frame 
'to be used. This allows room for 
banking which is an important part of 
‘the construction of a hotbed as it 
lessens the loss of heat from the bed 
to the soil. Much labor will be saved 
by doing the necessary excavation for 
the frame in the autumn. A good gar- 
' den soil mixed with a little well rotted 
| cow manure makes a satisfactory soil 
| for hotbeds. 
| An effort should be made to make 
‘the necessary preparations for the 
‘hotbed in the autumn. Earlier veg- 
/etables and a longer season of produc- 
‘tion are possible when the plants of

| It shattered badly and was so late 
that fall frost was an annual peril. 
{ts doom was sealed by the stem 
rust epidemic of 1916 when it was 
| already on the way out. 
Marquis did not shatter, was early 
nough to escape many frosts which 
vould have ruined Red Fife, and it 
ertainly suffered less from stem 
rust. Plant breeding had made great 
strides; but stem rust was still caus- 
ing enormous losses, Earlier varieties, 
iotably Ruby, Reward and Garnet 
were distributed and served a useful 


yurpose in some areas. Kota and 


Ceres had a measure of resistance to 
stem rust, but it remained for 
Thatcher to do to Marquis what the 
latter had done to Red Fife. 

Now, in Manitoba, Regent and 
tenown are displacing Thatcher by 
virtue of their resistance to leaf rust. 

These improvements have been 
achieved by a small body of under- 
paid agricultural scientists at a cost 
| of, probably, much less than one 
‘our-engined bomber per year! 

The most important hurdles now 
‘onfronting the wheat breeder are 
wheat stem saw-fly and drought. 
I have no hesitation in asserting that 
| these two problems are more diffi- 
| cult than were late ripening and 
| stem rust. Indeed, the drought 

hazard can aever be removed, 

though it will be reduced. Enormous 
quantities of breeding material must 
be handled and many different 
crosses investigated. Jf wheat grow- 
ers are wise, they will see that this 
| item is prominent in post-war gov- 
| ernment budgets.

Douglas Hirtle In Sicily |

July, | 
Somewhere in Sicily. 
Dearest Mom, 

As you can see by the place heading | 

I’m down in the semi-tropics running 

| around in a pair of short pants and a 
light tunic getting myself a sun tan. 

; /’m still the mail man, but there’s no 
mail coming in yet, and we've just 
started sending it out during the last 
few days. I’mriding a bike again, 
but just on the mail duties and on the 

| moves, so there’s no need to worry a- 
bout it. We drive on the right hand 
side here, so it will get us back in 
shape for when we get home. 

The people here are in general, 
very friendly, of course we havea 
heck of a time trying to talk to them 
with our vocabulary of about five It- 
alian words, but some of the French 
fellows do a little better, and of course 
Toney Aiello whom I see once in a 
while, is talking their hind leg off. 

The most common expression we 
hear is “cigaretta?”’, as Musso.ini has | 
kept these people starved for cigar- | 


ettes, as well as food other than the | 
fruit they grow. Very-iew of them 
have a pair of shoes that isn’t falling; 
apart and feet poking out all over 
them, and their clothes in general are 
just as bad. If you mention it to them 
they say ‘“Mussolini!”, and draw their 
finger across their throat in a grim 
gesture. “Bambino no scrappie” is a 
pet expression meaning ‘Child no 
shoes,” 

There is plenty of fruit on the island 
Oranges and lemons are out of season 
now, but by a little barter with the 
Italians you can get an odd one that 
they have tucked away. I’ve had a 
few clusters of ripe grapes but the 
season is early for them so most of 
them are still green. Watermellons | 
and tomatoes are in season, and we've 
had some, but there aren’t many grow- 
ing right around our present campsite. 
Threre are quite a few ripe figs right) 
handy and they are nice and juicy,| 
deep purple and about the size and 
shape of a pear. Much nicer than 
dried ones. I picked a few pears near 
our last camp, but season is a bit early 
for them too. There are Hazel-nuts, 
walnuts and almond nuts around, but 
again, the season is a bit early. 

Among other vegetation uncommon 
at home, is cactus about as high as my 
head, and bamboo. I certainly miss 
having my camera. Could you pick 
me up a cheap 35 mm still camera and 
films to send me. Or a little 127. 
There are lots of strange and beauti- 
ful things to photo without getting any 
pate military into them.

Don- 
key and cart is the pet means of travel 
About our own food — we are eating 
good on canned foods, supplemented 
by tomatoes and other fruits from the 
land. We have an issue of a chocolate 
bar and seven cigarettes a day, also 
occasional hard candies and a box of 
matches so you see we can't kick. For 
breakfast this morning we had canned 
bacon and tea and biscuits and jam. 
Dinner was canned meat and mixed 
vegetables, along with the tea and bis- 


|cuits. We get our chocolate bars to- 


night along with our supper. Ch par- 
don me, we had canned rice pudding 
for dinner too. We also get canned 
fruit ad puddings at different times. 

I can’t tell you just what is going on 
here in the line of war as that is for- 
bidden, but you can learn all that from 
the papers so we'll just leave it at 
that. 

Souvenirs are a dime a dozen but 
what good are they? There is no way 
to send them out and we have enough 
to pack without them, so we don’t 
bother. Here’s a littie pennant which 
apparently is the insignia of some Itali 
an outfit. I saw some marking on a 
beaten up Italian tank we passed a few 
days ago. 

Well Mom, the cooks are rattling 
every pot they have in the place, and 
hollering their heads off, so I guess 
supper is ready. Will write again
